Betwesn onc “and half-past one o'clock p.m. ou 
the 22nd July the cccupanta of the Shanghai 


Club ware (saya the Daily Nowa) slarmed by the 
news that their splendid, reaovated premises 


‘vere on fire, and upon inspection it was at onew 
fund that the beama and rafters:underneath tho 
zine roof in the highoat part of the bailding had 
. besomeignited. Tha fireovidently hadamoulderad 
for some time hefore its dixcovary, and had 
got a strong bold on the woodwork of the 
roof.; The first intimation of the fire was tho 
tumbling down of a quantity of burniag timber 
almast on top of a. coolie engaged in -taking the 
dishes from the lift as the membara of the Clnb 
wore at tiffin: Tmmediately upon the alarm being 
given, the firemen of the various companies be- 
gan tourrivé with thir bose carriyges, aud many 
ready volunteers amongat the non-firemen por- 
tion of the mombors ot tho Club aided the bri- 
guia, A plentifal supply of hand granades wore 
on the premiaas and those; with water buckets, 
were .used bafore’ the hose was ‘laid on, 
bat without effyct: The fire at firat soem:

quiokly decay from dampnose, and of late it ie 
tho onstom to plaster’ tho skins on both sides 
with tenacious mud. The forsign trader who 
ig so bold as to copa with tha thievish methods 
of the natives now haa to take all sorts of slow 
ani oostly precantions against rot; damp, dirt, 
etc, nad in‘nlmost all casos, he now, at the beat, 
ia forced to buy an articla that has suffered 
distinot and inenesble damags from the rascally 
maalpractices of the Chinese dealers, 

Tho losses have been so sorions and the com. 
plaints from the home markéts so constant that 
tho resident foreign merchants who still engage 
in the risky trada have to fit their godowas with 
machines for sifting and cleansing the wools, 
and with tubs of arsonioated liquor to: oleanse 
the hides front tha foulnosses of noglect and 
fraud. In consequence, the Chinoso traders find 
it more and ‘more diffoult to carry on their ne- 
forious ways, und tho result is that they now 
profer to gall in Shanghai. - Large quantities of 
strawbraid, camels’ and-sheap's wool, hides, goat 
aking, bristles, &s., now are kept out of this 
market, aud go on Chinese account to Shinghai 
for sale. s 

To your part the buyers of the artiols namet 
havo as yot but little oxporionce of the trioks and 
frands of the trades, and it willbe well 1o warn 
thom that, untess the most siriagont precautions 
are takon, the traffic must bring losses tothoso who 
are so inexporionood or rash as to engage in it. 

Whon strawbraid is bought, at least ona 
bandle in ton should be opened out, aximined, 
and measured. In, moat cases, now-a-days, the 
quality will be found irregatuc, the make an- 
even, and tho length short. Bosides a thorough 
examination. of the interior of every bundle 
should bo mado. Shoops’ and camols’ wool should 
be most carefully sifted, and the prices paid should 
be in accordance with the weight of the cleansed 
matérial. As a rate camels’ wool ig: loaded to 
tho extent of fifty por cant, with dirt. -Tho 
losses upon hides suffored by Shiughai mor: 
chants in 1885 and 1836 wore so vory serious that 
probably that bueinoss is hetter undeyatond.

The Im- 
perial’ Goverd nont mst, therefore, until -the 
Port Arthar docks are raidy, cleanse the iron 
pottoms of the fleet aud affsct repatrs in other 
pinces. As the Japanese arapnaly ure now ta'be] 
considered ay ont of bouads, ths Chineso ships 
wust be dockod in Shanghai, or Foochow, Amoy, 
Hongkong, or Whampoa. Our correspondent 
gives us some valuable details of the docks in 
these places, which wa raproduco, . 

At Shanghai thore ara four large dry docks, 
all well fitted with suohiuery for effeoting small 
or great repairs to balls, engined, or boilers. But 
as all these docks oro of timber, and have been 
pxoavatod from an alluvial and, in general, on- 
stable soil, thoy are not, in onr opinion, suitable 
for vessels which oarry armour, and in conse- 
quence have thoir. weighty concentrated amid, 
hips, aud not distributed. : 

The largost dock is that of Messrs. Nicholson.
